eurgents, urged by constant rumors of 1 
the Intention of America to re-establish f

dolly, and troops are being drilled every- 
^vhere. Great diligence is exhibited in 
Imitating the American formation and 
manual, particularly in volley firing. 
The Intrenchments In certain positions 
are being strengthened and a vigilant 
line of pickets Is kept outside the sub • 
urbs. At the same time the attitude of 
the insurgents is much more friendly 
than It was"beforethe evacuation. Sev- 
eral thousand rifles have recently been 
landed and four new Maxims have also 
been received.

certain portion of the fund captured from 
convents, professing: to reserve the re- 
mainder for the payment of their troops.

Tht Chinese Question Discussed by the Czar's 


Embassador to United Stall 


Narragansett Pier, Sept. 20.—In an 


Interview with Count Cassinl, the Rus- 
sian ambassador, that functionary said: 
"There has been absolutely no change 
In Husslan sentiment or policy toward 
the United'States, nor does there exist 
• reason 'for such-a change within my 
knowledge. 
Russian policy does no! 


conflict with interests of the United 
States In any part of the world, no more 
In China than In England. Russia seeks 
only peaceful and friendly 
relations 


with all other nations*" 


The correspondent reminded the am- 


bassador that the American people were 
now asked by English writers to believe 
that eome of the continental powers had 
eoutrht to arrange a project for interna- 
tional Intervention on behalf of Spain 
In the orient war, and that this plan 
of action had been defeated by the re- 
fusal of Great Britain to be a party 
to it, or even to consent to see other 
powers engage In ft, thereby placing 
this country under a new and special 
obligation to the British people. 


"I never heard that there was such 


a proposition by any of the powers," 
eald the count; "on the contrary all the 
powers carefully maintained their neu- 
trality throughout the war between th« 
United States and Spain." 


Coming to the question of Husslan de- 


velopment in the orient, Count Casslm 
said: 
"In building the Siberian rail- 


way It was found that the route neces- 
sary to bp followed In reaching Vladl- 
vostock was a very difficult one, made 
BO especially by the existence of areas 
of almost impassable marshes. The en- 
gineering problems presented by that 
route wer*» practically Insurmountable. 
We also found that It was absolutely 
necessary to cross Chinese Manchuria 
In order to obtain an Ice-free port, which 
was essential to enable the railroad to 
be a comnrerclally successful enterprise. 
Our Pacific port of Vladlvostock on the 
Siberian coast is closed by Ice during; tha 
winter months. 
We are not building: e 


railroad simply for the purpose of lay- 
Ing down steel rails, or for the fun ol 
the thing:. It must have traffic when It: 
Is built in order to Justify the Invest- 
ment, and so we Bought a terminus to 
the southward, where the ships of all 
nations could come at ftir seasons of the 
year. 
We obtained from the Chinese 


government a lease of territory for a 
term of years, like the lease of Kiaou- 
Chou by the Qprmans, and Wei-Hal- 
Wei by the British. In making the ar- 
rangement we were'not animated by 
hostile purposes toward any other pow- 
er. 
The only sure and certain revenue 


which the Chinese government possess- 
es is its maritime customs, and a por- 
tion of these was pledged for the pay- 
ment of our loan "to China. 
The ad- 


ministration of the maritime customs 
is In the hands of an Englishman, SIi 
Herbert Hart, but we did not undertake 
to remove or disturb that gentleman. 
We are represented as hostile to the In- 
terests of other nations in China, but 
we have not objected to or Bought to 
prevent other nations from increasing 
their commercial privileges 
In 
that 


count IT. 
When the English acquired 


an extension of territory near Hong 
Kong we said nothing against it, and 
the Germans have had a free hand 
in the Shanjf-Tung peninsula, where 
they have oMolnsfl very valuable priv- 
ileges. 
Furthermore, it should be re- 


membered that Russia and China have 
a common boundary of some 9000 kil- 
ometers (nearly COOO miles) in extent, 
so that we havp a close national relation 
to China, exceeding that of any other 
power." 


In regard to the future of "China he 


said: 
"Thorp will be no partition of 


China. 
There were 429,000,000 of people 


In that country when the last effort was 
made to obtain a count of them. 
It IE 


a huge population In a vast country, 
but I do not expect to see It divided. 
In extending the great SfSerlan rail- 
way to the Tel low sea., the purpose o; 
Russia was not to acquire or annex 
Chinese territory, but to secure a com- 
mercial outlet from Siberia and to pro- 
vide necessary commercial facilities for 
our vast northeastern territory, as well 
as for the parts of China through which 
the railway will pass."

Tho Screw of ArcltlmadM. 


Archimedes of Syracuse, when he was 


in Egypt, invented a machine for pump- 
ing bilge water out of the holds of ships. 
This instrument waa also vsed in the j 
delta for purposes of Irrigation. Diodo- 
IUB Slcnlna twice refers to It (i., 34, 2; 
v., 37, 3). A carions model of such an 
instrument, probably of the late Ptole- 
maic period, has been found in lower 
Egypt. It consists of a terra ootta cyl- 
inder with -a screw inside it 10 inches 
long and 4J4 inches in diameter. Near 
tho Muter of the outside U a band with 
orosapieeeo. These nay represent foot- 
holds and suggest that the machine 
was worked after tho manner of the 
treadmill.

Two 
officers rushed to the assistance of the 
car men and succeeded in arresting 
Irving Ward ajid Henry Strout, whom 
they caught Lhi owing* stones. The of- 
ficers started tor the station, followed by 
a, lai'ge crowd, which hooted, yelled and 
threw after the officers all sorts of ob- 
jects. 


Before the polic« station was reached 


jthe crowd had not only been greatly 
augmented, but apparently became vary 
much infuriated, so that a squad of re- 
serve officers was ordered out and a rush 
made, the officers using their clubs free- 
ly. The crowd dispersed until the pris- 
oners had been taken inside the station, 
when it again assembled and succeeded 
in breaking a number of windows in the 
(building. A second rush by the officers 
j&sain put the angr^* men to flight, but 
they showed their feelinff In hurling 
bbusive language at the officers. 


After this ail the cars were manned by 


the polioe, two of them goingr to N«w- 
buryport on the last car to that city. 
While the riot was in progress the for- 
mer street railway employes were hold- 
ing a meeting in another part of the city, 
and it was determined to keep away tr»m 
the locality, which has seemed to be the 
fathering place of the ardent but angry 
(sympathizer?.

Cincinnati made great preparation to 
ffive the veterans a fine 
reception. 


The business In hand was thoroughly 
organized and moat admirably car- 
ried out. All the railway stations were 
alive with alert men ready to receive 
the visitors and furnish all needed in- 
formation In regard toaceommodatlona 
in camp, hotels or private houses, the 
running of trains and electric cam and 
the location of headquarters. Each one 
of these purveyors of information had 
a badge on his cap as an earnest of his 
being a safe guide. Every veteran on 
depositing his credentials was given a 
book of free imsses that virtually 
gave him the freedom of whatever the 
city had to offer In the way of amuse- 
ments, trolley and river rides and seats 
on the reviewing stands.

About IfiOO veterans were in line on 


Wednesday. The day was cool and 
delightful for marching. Denver, mak- 
ing a strong bid for the encampment 
next year, sent a drum corps, forty 
strong, that quite captivated the town. 
Dayton, Ohio, sent a brass band of 
100 members, and when they played

Theparadewas four hours and a half 


in passing. It comprised representa- 
tives from about every state in the 
Union, as well as from Oklahoma, 
Alaska and the Sandwich Islands, led 
by over 100 bands of music. 


An annoying experience, as well as 


amusing, came to Governor Atkinson 
of West Virginia, who had been in- 
vited to make a speech at the grand 
camp fire in Music hall. Arriving by 
train late for the exercises he hast- 
ened unattended to the hall, where he 
was refused admission by the punc- 
tiHious doorkeeper because he had no 
ticket.

from Tennessee drew a pistol and shot 
the negro through the body. 
The 


youth, who was immediately arrested, 
was greatly surprised that his liberty 
should be Interfered with just for 
shooting a nigger. He la having time 
to reflect on the peculiarities of Ohio 
law behind iron bars, pending the re- 
sult of the shooting, which promises 
to be fatal. 


Kentucky, just over the Ohio river, 


furnishes her full share of sensations 
for the press. During three or four 
days of last week there was a vendetta 
just out of Covlngton, in which two 
men were killed and 
two seriously 


wounded, the suicide of a bride and 
the murder of a man and his child by 
a woman in Louisville.

I have always had a weakness for 


horses. The kind I like best IB com- 
monly and vulgarly known as the

Most of the men gbt shore leave

Had Two Silver Weddings, 
Mr. James W. Twaits has enjoyed the 


unique privilege of having had two sil- 
ver weddings. He was born at Lynn, 
Norfolk, England, 82 years ago, but has 
been living in Saginaw, Mich., since 
1?5C. 
He married his first wife in Eng- 


land in 1843, and they had 11 children, 
flve of whom are still living. He waa 
connected with the Chartist movement 
from 1832 till 1S48 and suffered for his 
opinions. 


He left England In 1S51 and landed at 


New York almost penniless. He obtain- 
ed employment on Lake Erie, and in 
1853 his family joined him when ho waa 
working for a lumber firm in Cleve- 
land. Three weeks later a fire burned 
out the works, and he lost everything, 
and in 1856 he went to Saginaw. His 
first wife died in 1870, their silver wed- 
ding having occurred in ISfiS. 


In 1872 ho married his second wife, a 


widow, with two children, with whom 
he has lived for over a quarter of a 
century, their silver wedding occurring 
in 1337.

The Turquoise 


Past and Present, 


A clear sky, free from ail clouds, will 


most excellently suggest the beauty of 
a true turquoise. NO doubt it was diw 
to this heavenlike beauty that the 
Russian proverb fame into being "that 
a turquoise given by a loving hand car- 
ries with it happiness and good will." 
This gem maintains throughout the 
same beauty, as well internally as ex- 
ternally, and it requires no help of tinc- 
ture or foil to set off its grace. Its ex- 
quisite color, which loses nothing by 
gas or candle light, makes It the favor- 
ite stone of a betrothal ring, no less 
than the tradition which has grown up 
around it "that the color of a turquoise 
fails when the well being of the giver 
is in danger."* This belief Is strength- 
ened by the fact that there used to ba 
and still are certain turquoises (not the 
true mineral) which fade and lose their 
color, but these are simply fossilized 
teeth and tusk ends of the mammoth, 
which cannot bear exposure to the air 
for more than a short time. 


The orientals cut texts from the Ko- 


ran on the gem and filled in the char- 
acters with gold. One such, belonging 
to the Shah Nadir of Persia, was cut in 
the shape of a heart and waa sold in 
Moscow for £780. The Due d'Orleana 
possesses two as large as hazelnuts, on 
one of which is engraved the image of 
Diana, on. the other that of the Empress 
Faustina. There is a very beautiful 
cameo in turquoise in London, while 
the most famous one, the head of Tibe- 
rius Ceesar, is in Florence. A magnifi- 
cent necklace of turquoise was eold in 
1808 to Napoleon, consisting of 12 stones, 
each one engraved in relief with a figuro 
of one of the 12 Cassars. A revival of 
this ezquisite art now in progress in 
London and Paris will cause this pre- 
cious stone to be more in demand than 
ever. 


As the mines of Persia are on the 


point of exhaustion it is gratifying to 
learn that the mines of New Mexico ara 
yielding abundantly. For ages it was 
the favorite stone of the Aztecs, the 
throne of gold in the palace of Tezones 
being inlaid with turquoise. By the an- 
cient Mexicans it was considered a fa- 
vorite material for inlaying mosaic 
work, of which there are some" beauti- 
ful examples in the British museum. 
Grimvaldus, who went on a special em- 
bassy for Charles V to the pope, took 
with him an Aztec mask, the features 
of which were of turquoise, emerald and 
jasper on a ground of wood. 


Since the marriage of the Duke of 


York the turquoise has become more 
and more fashionable in England, the 
Princess Mayjs wedding jewels being 
ntirely of diamonds and her favorite 
turquoise. On this side of the Atlantic 
its growth and popularity have been even 
more marked, since the precious stone 
comes from New Mexico. It is being 
worn as typical of that union of hearts 
between England and the United States 
of which the social and political worlds 
have lately heard so much. It is not 
only as a polished or unpolished stone 
that the turquoise is popular. Lovers 
of beauty are keen to possess stones 
large enough for carving heads, busts, 
fanciful designs, coats of arms and 
initials on them. 


The turquoise today is found in veins 


of a gray white granite, with which, 
when cut and polished, it forms a beau- 
tiful contrast. 
In this form it makes 


most artistic handles for ladies' um- 
brellas and similar objects. Again, it 
forms most beautiful work in the more 
recherche bijouterie, fans, waist belts 
and other articles of apparel. Nothing 
is daintier than a turquoise studded 
buckle on a white shoe. 


The turquoise is generally found !n 


seams, which are -worked by the pick or, 
if the granite be too hard, by dyna- 
mite, an easier but more destructive 
method. The New Mexican mines start- 
ed from a pit dug: by the Aztecs cen- 
turies ago, two round Aztec hammers 
having been found there quite recently, 
which can now be seen in London, 
thereby proving that the subjects of 
Montezuma were as keenly alive to the 
witchery of the stone as the ladies of 
London and New York. The district of 
Silver City is no doubt a rich gem field, 
where nature is holding treasured up 
stores of all grades of turquoise, which 
can be easily won to increase the pleas- 
ure of the world. 


A Princess' Camera. 


The Princess of Wales has for some 


years been in the habit of carrying a 
snap shot camera with her in her ram- 
bles about her Norfolk home. She is 
very fond of photographing animals, 
and at the annual sale of the Prince ,of 
Wales' horses at Wolferton she may'be 
seen on the sale grounds taking snap 
shots of the animals as they pass in re. 
•ie\v. 
She is also very fond of taking views 


that strike her, and on one occasion a 
photograph which she made of a rail- 
way bridge probably prevented a seri- 
ous disaster. She was close to Wolfer- 
ton station when she noticed a freight 
train crossing the bridge and photo- 
graphed it.
